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Editorial Visits. 

Among the many questions proposed 
to us in our travels with Tue PaciFic, we 
often are asked our opinion on dancing; 
and this, too, is frequently accompanied 
with an indirect argument, as if to force 
a favorable reply, in the expression: 
‘‘Tn the Bible, you know, good people 
danced.” We prefer to answer such 
questions through the paper, both be- 
cause we can do so to many at once, 
and also in print words can be more 
plainly uttered than in personal conver- 
sation, where always modesty exerts 
properly the strongest restraint, As to 
the Bible, there is not one single pas- 
sage in the whole volume of revelation 
where dancing means what it does in 
modern language. In the Bible it al- 
ways means rather leaping and pound- 
ing by a man or men alone; a very few 
times by women alone -— never, as in 
modern days, by men and women to- 
gether. David danced, but he was 
alone, leaping and bounding along the 
street before the ark. There was no 
bad tendency in it, though it was rather 
unbecoming, so that even his wife de- 

spised him for it. So of all the other 

dancings in the Bible—they were by 
men alone, or by women alone; and the 
example can have no bearing on mod- 
ern dancing, unless to disparage it. It 
is a shame for people to bé so ignorant, 
thoughtless, or prejudiced, as to cite 
Bible dancing to justify modern danc- 
ing, when they have no similarity in ac- 
tion, character or tendency. Let mod- 
ern dancing stand or fall on its own 
merits, without this most inexcusable 
perversion of the Bible on the subject. 
Now, as to modern dancing itself, we 
would say, in its favor, that if boys and 
girls, young gentlemen and ladies, men 
and women, have not mind enough to 
meet together for pleasant visits, socia- 
bly and profitably spending the time, in 
a brotherly and sisterly manner, we 
think they might dance. -Almost any- 
thing is better than solitude for either 
sex. God designed the sexes to meet to- 
gether, and that often — correcting, re- 
fining, happifying, and enobling mutu- 
ally each other. But solitude gives the 
individual up, almost without restraint, 
toa corrupt imagination and cherished, 
degrading emotions. By all means, let 
the sexes often meet, in any way, rather 
than no way; and if, like uncultivated 
negroes, Digger Indians, or even bears, 
they have not mind enough to spend 
their time intellectually and cheerfully, 
as brothers and sisters, then let them 
dance. There is no intelligence in the 
exercise, and the greatest fool, ninny, 
or dandy fop, can engage in it, and, 
perhaps, excel. Itis just suited to him, 
and here he may comfort his puny soul 
with the complacent thought that he’s 
something great. Let him dance — 
that’s all there isof him. But to the 
intelligent we have but..two main 
thoughts to suggest; the first is, that 
it’s a shame and disgrace that they can- 
not meet together and spend their time 
in some rational and social manner 
that shall be profitable, without getting 
upon the floor, and passing, to the meas- 
ure and strain of insipid music, through 
all bodily motions, that have no ration- 
al meaning in themselves, and would be 
intolerable or indecent under any other 
circumstances. It is said there is en- 
joyment in it, but it is not the inspiring, 
noble enjoyment, that becomes two ra- 
tional beings. It does not contribute 
to intelligence, and reason, and virtue, 

and character. But this encroaches 
00 our second suggestion. 

And this is, that dancing can give only 
an excited enjoyment, which is low, 
sensual; tending: direetly, strongly, to 
Vice. It becomes at intoxication of the 
‘motions, the passions, jas really as 
drinking alcohol becomes an 
cation of the physical system. Thought- | ‘ 
less youths, rough mem, and some 
800d men, tell us they enjoy the 
dance; and 80 they do, even as some al- 
host good mien enjoy brandy and water. 
But the enjoyment is the devil of the 
thing; it leads on to greater hud preater 
intoxicated enjoyment —to drinking 
larger and more frequent potations, 
then to pure ogy the man, 
if not the woman, is a Bebstly! foul, 
loathsome, So dancing, 
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originating in no rational, intellec- 
tual, or moral enjoyment, but in 
the enjoyment of bringing the sexes 
near together, carrying them through 
exercises and motions intoxicating to 
the feelings, with little or no intellect- 
ual or moral improvement for their cor- 
rection—decoys the persons on to great- 
er intoxication, and towards, and into, 

licentiousness of the saddest character. 

Hence all wicked people love the dance, 
gnd all vile characters resort to the 
dance. Some good people do, indeed, 

say they enjoy it and find no bad tend- 
ency init. Yes, so also some good men 
take their brandied water, and tell us 
they enjoy it; that with them there is 
no bad tendency; and so on they go, 
till open drunkenness is their experi- 
ence, and they come to assert that they 
cannot help it. The same is true with 
the dance: there is enjoyment in it, 

but it is the enjoyment of intoxicated 
emotions and passions, leading on to 
vice most hateful and abominable. Let 
youths be told its terrible tendency and 
danger, and let every good person avoid 
it. But, in any rational, intellectual, 

moral and social manner, let boys and 
girls, and men and women, like broth- 
ers and sisters, meet often together in 
worthy intercourse, in mutual improve- 
ment, and ennobling enjoyment. = It 
cannot be too often. They are made to 
be together, and they mustbe. Yet, let 
them not, as low races or as vile asso- 
ciates, spend the time in the intoxi- 
cation of the dance. It is low; it is 
‘sensual; it is base; it is ore nso a 


Letter from Japan. 


YoxkouaMa, 27, 1868. 


The announcement of a new Mikado, 
about the middle of the present month, 
created a profound sensation in Yoko- 
hama, though a few of those best in- 
formed in political matters had been 
anticipating the event. Henceforth, he 
will be known as the Mikado of the 
North. The event comes about in this 
wise: 

The coalition of northern daimios, 
formed subsequent to the retirement of 
the Shogoon, claimed to be acting on 
their own responsibility, accountable to 
no one, their sole object being a defen- 
sive attitude to resist invasions by other 
daimios, carrying the mikado’s flag. 

But they could not place themselves 
in an attitude of hostility to the sacred 
person of the Mikado, without hazard- 
ing their cause in the estimation of the 
common people, who, under all circum- 
stances, maintain for that august func- 
tionary a supreme veneration. It there- 
fore became necessary that the northern 
daimios (if they would escape from this 
dilemma, and quiet the popular super- 
stition) should have a mikado of their 
own. Accordingly, the Mia-Sama— 
uncle of the late, and brother of the 
present Southern Mikado—is made the 
Mikado of the North. His name is 
4 LR by virtue of his birth. 

So, now we have two mikados, and if 
the late Tycoon (who is a warm friend 
of the new mikado) should at any time 
see fit to issue from his retirement and 
assume the reins of power, the Tokuga- 
wa family will once more have in their 
control the complete machinery of gov- 
ernment. 

It is needless to say, that there is a 
more hopeful feeling on the part of the 
friends of the late Tycoon, especially as 
in several recent conflicts, within about 
fifteen miles of Yedo, the southerners 
have been worsted. - Moreover, the 
government now in power is rendering 
itself exceedingly unpopular, by renew- 
ing ancient edicts against christianity. |

San Francisco Benevolent Association 

The trustees of the San Freniilew 
Benevolent Association desire to present 
to subscribers and the public generally 
a brief summary of its operations dur-. 
ing the past three years. The number 
of persons assisted has been: 
April 1st, 1865, to April lst, 1866, 7 632; 
1866 to 1867, 7,405; 1867 to April 1st, 
1868, 6,782; total, 21,819. The amount 
of money dispensed for charitable pur- 
poses, during the same period, '‘am- 


cost of about four dollars a month for 


each person assisted. The particular| 


business and objects of the association 
are the elevation of the physical and 


far as is compatible with these objects, 
and the means at control, the relief of 
their immediate necessities. It regards 
each applicant as entitled to charity 
until a careful examination proves the 
contrary. It gives relief only after a 
personal examination of each case by 
visitation and inquiry. It gives neces- 
sary articles, and only what are abso- 
lutely necessary, and such as are least 
susceptible of abuse. It gives in small 
quantities, and only in proportion to 
immediate need. It gives assistance at 
the right moment, not prolonging the 
charity beyond the duration of the ne- 
cessity which calls for it. It dispenses. 
charity to indigent persons who are not 
fit subjects for the alms house; particu- 
larly to persons who have been sud- 
denly reduced to want by unexpected 
reverses-in business, by bereavement, 
or other misfortune, requiring tem/po- 
rary aid. It furnishes its beneficiaries 
with food, fuel, clothing and shelter; 
and by a perfectly organized system of 
charity, it seeks out the abodes of the 
more cultivated poor, and (oftentimes 


secretly) it provides for their immediate | 


wants, furnishes them with employ- 
ment,'and places them beyond the ne- 
cessity of further aid. It enters the 
habitation of the sick and dying poor, 
where there are sofew solaces to smooth 
the pillow of the languishing, and so 
few earthly comforts to assuage the bit- 
terness of bereavement, and provides 
medical aid, and if necessary, suitable 
nurses so long as. may be required, It 
discourages indiscriminate charity, and 
imposes salutary restraint upon pau- 
perism, which, without the influence of. 
this association, might prey upon the 
community to an . indefinite extent: 
Experience’ shows that this ‘vice is of

tection and Relief have been 
closed. 

We humbly offer moat hearty thanks- 
giving and praise to our heavenly Fath- 
er, when we recall the manifold provi- 
dences which have attended us from the 
beginning. His gracious care has ever 
surrounded us; to His blessing alone, 
would we ascribe the measure of suc- 
cess which has attended our efforts. 

The society stands forth to-day among 
the most efficient, as well as among the 
oldest of the many noble charities of 
San Francisco. 

At the time of our last annual meet- 
ing, the number of children at the Home 
was one hundred and fifteen; admitted 
during the year, 125, and eight women 
—making a total of 248, who have for a 
longer or shorter period received the 
care of the society, and shared in. the 
benefits of the Home. The number at 
present is 123, filling the institution to 
its utmost capacity. 

The great majority of our benficiaries 
are children. Some. have only one 
parent living, prevented by ill health or 
other misfortune, from providing for 
them, though glad to do so if possible, 
In some cases, the society is aided in 
the support required, by some mother 
or relative,'who gives all dhe can spare 
from earnings only too scanty. for her- 
self.

come. In the changes taking place, 
many, have discontinued, and others 
contribute smalleramounts.. No doubt, 
a thorough canvassing of the business 
portions of the city would bring the in- 
come from this source to a point beyond 
what it has ever been. The secretary 
begs to refer to the treasurer’s reports, 
annexed, for a full exhibit of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the society. 

The managers, for several months, 
haye been unable to receive all the de- 
serving applicants for admission to the 
Home, for want of room. Under these 
circumstances, they determined to erect 
the central building of the original plan. 
The work was commenced in August. 
The building is of brick, 54 x 54, two 
stories and basement; with mansard 
roof corresponding and connecting with 
the present building. It will cost prob- 
ably $17,000, and be in 
October. 

The balance of $1, 124 in the treasu- 
rer’s hands (see report of J. B. Roberts, 
treasurer of the board of trustees, an- 
nexed), together with some accumula- 
‘tions of interest, and further payments 
: upon the last state appropriation, which 
it is hoped can be spared to aid in the 
erection of the new building, will make 
a total of about $3,000 available for that 
purpose. 

Under the most favorable circum- 
stances, it seems that a debt will be left 
after the completion of the building, of 
$8,000 or $9,000, which it will be neces- 
sary to provide for at once, if the 
friends and patrons of the institution 
would place it in a condition for the 
most effective work. |

-has appointed the Rev. J. W. Ross to 
labor as an Evangelist, but has assigned 
him also other work. So far as we know 
this is a new measure within the bounds 
of this Conference, and we hope it will 
prove a very successful one. The num- 
ber of ministers in attendance has been 
about 70. ‘Ten new men have been ad 
mitted to the ministry of the word by 
having been ordained deacons last Sun- 
day.’ The reports have been cheering, 
in general, from all parts of the state; 
and the past year has been among the 
best in the history of the Conference. 
But, as in some of the other denomina- 
tions of Christians in this state, so 
among the Methodists, the laity want 
stirring up.

Commercial Intelligence. 


Our receipts of Wheat and Flour since harvest now ex- 
ceed two millions of sacks, the bulk of which was purchased 
for export, at rates ruling considerably above the current 
market. During the past week stocks have begun to ac- 
cumulate in city warehouses, owing to an unwiblingnes: of 
shippers longer to pay the high rates demanded by farmers 
for their Wheat, prices not warranted by quotations daily 
received by telegram from Great Britain and the East. As 


for Australia, advices from the Colonies are also dis-’ 


couraging. Three cargoes of the California fleet of twenty 
vessels had arrived at Sydney prior to August lst, causing 
a serious decline in values, and promising disastrous re- 
turns to those that are to follow. What the ultimate re- 
sult will be time alone can determine. At. geesent we have 
a large accumulation of idle tonnage in port, yet we cannot 
perceive any disposition to charter even the most desirable 
vessels at the slight concessions now made in freights. 

The Wheat offerings are now largely composed of rejected 


and inferior samples, suited only to the manufacture of the | 


lower grades of Flour—farmers apparently being unwilling 
to sell their choice parcels at any concessions from rates 
heretofore ruling. They are quite independent, financially, 
and many of the more wealthy growers prefer to store their 
grain. The market is consequently unsettled; so much so, 
as to render it difficult to state the rate at which any con- 
siderable quantity of choice shipping Wheat could be pro- 
cured at this date. 

In our previous issues we have encouraged farmers to sell, 
to follow the market so long as shippers were willing to buy 
or to contract for their Wheat at remunerative prices. 
Many of them, we are glad to say, profited by our sugges- 
tions and sold freely at extreme prices. As to the wisdom 
displayed, time alone will determine. At present we know 
of no export buyers in the market. All the large English 
orders in hand sixty days ago have either been canveled or 
the rates so far reduced as to render their execution diffi- 
cult of consummation. 

The rainy season is now rapidly drawing near, with the 
bulk of our Wheat crop yet‘in the field, not threshed or 
housed. In some districts *housands of sacks have been 
stacked along water courses, preparatory to its conveyance 
to market; but, unfortunately for the owners, the streams 
have row fallen so low as to render its removal impossible 
until the rain comes. At this date our city warehouses are 
comparatively empty, and why this lethargy upon the part 
of our farmers to send forward their grain, we know not. 

As regards feed grain, high prices continue to rule for 
both Barley and Oats, though within the past week some 
concessions have been made, by reason of increased re- 
ceipts. We remark some improvement in the price of Po- 
tatoes, Onions, etc.,occasioned by limited supplies and an ac- 
tive demand from the interior, Wool arrives very sparingly 
and is scarce. Hides are in request at a slight concession 
in price, while Tallow is in light supply and the turn dearer 
in price. Hops of the new crop arrive freely; they are of 
good quality and the yield promises to be in excess of pre- 
vious years—prices rule low. The crop of Broom Corn is 
said to be more than equal to our wants, leaving a surplus 
for export. Contracts to some extent have already been en- 
tered into at low prices.
